VETO OF DOG LICENSE BILL 


Several Members of Assembly Leave 


fop Home Disgusted. 


Madison, Wis., May 3.—Governor 


La Follette's severe arraignment of 
the legislature for discrediting the 
tax commission was read in the as- 
sembly amid profound silence Im- 
mediately afterward tn~at body killed 
the ad valorem railway taxation bill. 
As soon as the vote was" announced. 
Assemblyman Alfred Cook of Wausau 
picked up his hat and said that he 
was going home—that there, was no, 
use in attempting any meritorious leg 
Islation. He left for home last night 


Cook was elected as a democrat his 


seat being contested by G. E. Vander 
cook, .republican, but the republican 
assembly seated him, and he has gen 
erally voted with the 
republicans 


Other 
legislators are leaving and 


their action is causing a sensation. 


In his message vetoing the bil! for 


a license fee on dogs Governor La 
Toilette criticises the legislature for 
refusing to follow the recommenda 
tions of the tax commission, which 
would make quasi-public corporations 
bear their share of taxation. 


Governor La Follette's Veto. 


The message says in part: 
The bil! proposes to exact a license 


fee of from $1 to $3 from every own 
er or keeper of a dog. 
Residents of 


cities and villages can escape pay 
ment^of such a tax by ceasing to own 
or ke^ep dogs'. 
Upon the farm, how- 


ever the watch dog and shepherd are 
as much a necessity as the other do 
mestic animals which they guard and 
protect, and the license fee would 
amount to an increase in taxation. 
The fee or tax proposed may not be 
esteemed by the legislature a serious 
burden in itself, but it would add to 
the burdens borne by a great majority 
of the people which are already out 
of all proportion to those borne by 
others ^whose influence would ,seem 
to be more potent in shaping legis- 
lation. 


"I am aware that members of the 


legislature are desirous of an adjourn- 
ment of this session at the earliest 
possible day, but I am certain that 
the people of this state are more anx- 
ious for an approximately equitable 
distribution of the tax burden, even if 
the session should be protracted there- 
by. 
For the reasons herein stated 


I am unwilling to give to the people 
of this state, in lieu of the legisla- 
tion to equalize taxation which has 
been promised to them and which 
they have a right to expect from rep- 
resentative government, 
a. scheme 


•which in a general way, may be de- 
, scribed as an act to increase the bur- 
den of the farmer by imposing a-li- 
cense fee on -his dog."

World Soils to Morgan. 


New oYi'k, May 3. — There is a good 


deal of inflammatory rhetoric in a por- 
tion of the English press on the subject 
of J. Pier-pout Morgan's- raids on Eng- 
lish shipping, says the London corres- 
pontle_t of the Tribune, but it would 
be foolish for Americans to deceive 
themselves respecting the real judg- 
ment of the shipping interests in Eng- 
land. It is an open secret, that Ameri- 
can competition in ocean freighting is 
not feared when syndicate steel inter- 
ests buy fleets which can be sailed un- 
der a foreign flag alone, but only when 
it threatens to cheapen construction of 
ships and create a genuine commercial 
marine under the American flag. 


Remain Under lirltisli Flag. 


As facts stand, the Leyland line has 


made a good bargain with Morgan and" 
cleared a handsome -profit. Other lines 
are willing to sell out on similar terms 
and the shipyards of the north of Eng- 
land, the Thames and Scotland would 
be fully employed in replacing inferior 
with- superior fleets. English agita- 
tion over the operations of the syndi- 
cate is fictitious.' If Mr. Morgan goes 
into business as a ship broker 
on a 


large scale half the commercial marine 
in England will be his for the asking.
